THE NIXON ~ KISSINGER YEARS 
RESHAPING AMERICA’S FOREIGN POLICY 

The political-economic forces that drove America's foreign 
policy between 1968 and 1976 are the subject of a new book, "The 
Nixon - Kissinger Years: The Reshaping of American Foreign 
Policy" (New York: Paragon House), by Professor Richard Thornton 
of The George Washington University. 

While the war in Vietnam and the upheavals it caused at home 
were public focal points, Thornton says American leadership was 
deeply concerned by two other developments — the growing 
strategic power of the Soviet Union and the growing economic 
prowess of West Germany and Japan. These two developments 
threatened America's containment strategy from within and 
without, and prolonged internal debate within American leadership 
over containment's continued viability. 

Thornton scrutinizes policies that first made household 
words of places like Angola, Israel, China, Cuba and Vietnam, and 
of issues like arms control, MIRV and anti-ballistic missies.

high oil prices, and trade deficits. 

Some of Thornton's most compelling insights center on the 
Watergate crisis and its relationship to the strategic debate 
over containment. Thornton believes Watergate was an attempt by 
the eastern wing of the Republican party establishment to gain 
policy leverage against the president. Nixon's inept response to 
this challenge brought about his political defeat in a silent 
coup which raised Henry Kissinger to power, says Thornton. 

But it was Kissinger, "the first American shogun," who moved 
the United States away from containment toward the construction 
of a new international order based on revitalization with the 
Soviet Union, West Germany and Japan, Thornton writes. This, 
however, was a strategy which had not succeeded by the time 
Jimmy Carter was elected president. 

The book is volume one of a three-volume series. The next 
two volumes will include studies of the Carter and Reagan years. 

Thornton is a professor of history and international affairs 
in GW's Elliott School of International Affairs. He holds a 
bachelor's degree in Russian studies and the Far East from 
Colgate University and a doctorate degree in modern Russian and 
Chinese history from the University of Washington. He has 
written extensively on American, Soviet and Chinese foreign 
policy.

POLICE TRADE NIGHT STICKS FOR BELT 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Traditional police night sticks are 
being replaced at The George Washington University Police 
Department with an Emergency Response Belt (ERB), a defensive 
restraining device used to subdue and control violent subjects. 
The GW Police Department is the first campus agency in the 
country to use the belt. 

"The device is not a weapon," says Curtis Goode, director of 
the GW Police Department. "Unlike batons and other traditional 
hardware, the ERB practically eliminates the chance of serious 
injuries," he adds. It is currently oeing used in correctional 
institutions and emergency medical facilities. 

The nylon belt measures about 30 by 6 inches and is capable 
of performing functions similar to a straight jacket. Equipped 
with cloth handles, straps and velcro fasteners, the ERB enables 
officers to shield themselves and, "when necessary, to humanely 
restrain and control subjects," Goode explains. 

Some 80 GW security officers will be trained and certified 
to use the Celt. Five senior staff members will be trained as 
instructors to handle new recruits and recertification.

GW PROFESSOR ADVISES HUNGARIAN COMMISSION TO PROMOTE

The international Blue Ribbon Commission report on economic 
recovery and transformation of Hungary — scheduled to be 
released soon after the country's March 25 elections — will 
include recommendations from a group chaired by George Washington 
University professor G. Peter Lauter. 

Lauter says his group will suggest that the new government 
break up large state-owned enterprises through privatization as 
well as other means, encourage private ownership and build market 
institutions. The government should minimize regulations, 
complete the elimination of price controls and significantly 
increase foreign investment — especially in service industries 
such as telecommunications, he says. 

The group also will recommend a variety of procedures 
concerning import liberalization, the formation of necessary 
regulatory institutions, antitrust laws, consumer protection

mechanisms, functioning capital markets and banking systems and 
other measures to help create a framework for a competitive 
marketplace in Hungary. 

"Our goal is to promote the building of functioning markets 
in goods, services, labor and capital,” Lauter says of his group. 
"As part of this process, what is needed is an infusion of 
technology and capital as well as management know-how for 
business leaders." 

The report will be submitted to the new government and 
circulated widely among the Hungarian public to promote awareness 
of the proposed changes. Several Commission members will seek 
elective office representing the opposition parties expected to 
prevail in the election, Lauter reports. However, the new 
leaders are not obligated to use the report. 

Formed in November 1989, the Blue Ribbon Commission has the 
full cooperation of the outgoing Hungarian government and the 
international community but remains independent.

The Washington Research Library Consortium is an inter¬ 
university service that enables students and faculty of eight 
Washington area universities to identify, locate and acquire 
information needed for study and research. 

The Lanham office includes a 2,500 square foot computer room 
equipped with an IM 4381. Computer storage and communication 
devices link the universities to each other and access a 
database of the materials at each member library. The Lanham 
site also houses a staff of 15 library and computer professionals 
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who maintain the database and provide related services to member 
universities. 

Established in 1987 as a nonprofit corporation in the District of 
Columbia, the WRLC will be located at the Lanham headquarters 
until its permanent facility is completed in 1992. Prince 
George's County government has donated 20 acres of land near 
Bowie for construction of the WRLC's permanent site, and 
planning has begun for its design, construction and equipment.

University, The Catholic University of America, Gallaudet 
University, George Mason University, The George Washington 
University, Georgetown University, Marymount University and The 
University of the District of Columbia. 

Member universities have invested more than $9 million to 
implement the WRLC. Support also has been received from local 
foundations, the U.S. Department of Education, the National 
Endowment for the Humanities and Congressional appropriations.

NO ARMS CONTROL FOR NAVY. 

GW PROFESSORS REPORT 


Changes in Eastern Europe and thoughts of a possible peace 
dividend have evoked expectations of world peace, but the 
American admiralty refuses to declare victory and "place its 
capital ships and submarines in mothballs," say two experts on 
national security issues from The George Washington University. 

William H. Lewis, director of GW's Security Policy Studies 
Program, and Christopher Joyner, an associate professor of 
international law and politics, contend that "Admiral A. H. 
Trost, Chief of Naval Operations, sees no peace dividend for the 
United States in the immediate future. 

"While regular Army and Air Force units are targeted for 
heavy hits in the budget battle, Admiral Trost and his sailors 
are to emerge relatively unscathed," they say. 

Lewis and Joyner report their assessment of the issue in a 
joint paper titled "Why Not Naval Arms Control?" The authors

maintain that the naval arms race between the United States and 
the Soviet Union during the past decade "has been extraordinarily 
costly, both in terms of dollars spent and in its exaggerated 
potential to ignite political tensions." They say a negotiated 
process "designed to scale down and eliminate naval armaments on 
both sides would greatly alleviate those strains." 

An authority on the international arms balance, Lewis is a 
former senior specialist in security and foreign policy issues 
with the U.S. Departments of State and Defense. He has served as 
deputy undersecretary of state for security assistance and was 
responsible for the development of program and policy guidance to 
the U.S. Department of Defense. 

Joyner is best known for his research on international legal 
issues affecting oceans, outer space and Antarctica. From 1986- 
87, he was a senior research fellow with the Marine Policy Center 
at Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution. He has authored more 
than 100 articles, papers and reviews for such publications as 
the "American Journal of International Law" and "World Affairs," 
as well as major newspapers and magazines.

MOBIL CHAIRMAN ASKS LAWMAKERS 

TO FOCUS ON AMERICA'S ECONOMIC STRENGTH 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Economic growth is the key to political 
strength, Allen E. Murray, chairman and chief executive officer 
of Mobil Corporation, said today, "but the realization has been 
slow in coming — especially to some of our political leaders." 

At a George Washington University luncheon honoring him as 
"CEO of the Year," Murray said today's unfolding drama in 
Eastern Europe underlines the central role of economic viability 
in world politics. 

"The economic attraction of the free-market system 
accomplished in weeks what military might would never have dared 
to attempt," he said. He asserted that U.S. lawmakers undermine 
the country's economic strength by failing to create an 
atmosphere that encourages American investment here and abroad. 

As an example of misguided lawmaking, Mr. Murray cited the 
spate of legislation that would bar offshore exploration for oil 
and gas off much of America's coast, except for portions of the 
Gulf of Mexico.

"Such legislation is a prime example of mixing apples and 
oranges," he said. "What happened off Alaska was a tanker 
accident, and the industry and the Congress have both acted to 
prevent similar accidents and to improve our reaction should one 
occur. But a ban on additional exploration will only increase 
future tanker traffic, not reduce it. If this country cannot 
find additional domestic sources of oil, imports will have to 
rise — and imports reach this nation by ship." 

The economic argument also goes unheeded by legislators, he 
said. "Oil found and produced in this country creates American 
jobs, profits for American companies, and tax revenues for the 
U.S. Treasury. Why should we send these jobs, profits, and tax 
monies overseas?" 

As another example, he said the foreign tax credit, 
originally intended to prevent U.S. multinational companies 
against double taxation of income earned abroad, "has been 
nibbled to pieces," placing American companies at a disadvantage 
with foreign multinationals. "The general result has been higher 
taxes on American multinationals than on the foreign 
competition," he said. 

In conclusion, Mr. Murray emphasized that "we have to focus 
our officials' minds on the true source of this country's 
strength and its influence. We have got to force them to 
consider the economic effects of the laws they pass."

The Greater Washington Board of Trade's immense influence on 
the modern development of the nation's capital and greater 
Washington region is chronicled in a new softcover book that 
examines the Board's 100—year history and traces its powers of 
persuasion.
